W ash in gton , July SO.—It was stated 
last night in a high diplomatic quarter, 
in such manner as to give semi-official 
character to the expression, that ii 
American control or supervision ol 
the Philippines was an indispensable 
condition laid down as the basis tot 
peace negotiations, it was practically 
certain the Spanish government would 
not accede to this condition, but woald 
determine rather to continue the war. 
As to the other peace conditions under* 
stood to have been decided by the cabi­ 
net yesterday, those who are best able 
to jndge the disposition of the Spanish 
government feel that while these terms 
are hard, yet that they do not present 
any insurmountable barrier 
to the 
speedy restoration of peace, and while 
there is no authority for saying Spain 
would accept these terms and retire 
from Cuba' and Porto Rico, there is 
every indication that she would yield 
rather than continue a disastrous war. 
But the future of the Philippines ap­ 
pears to be of as much copoem to the 
Spanish government as it is to the 
American cabinet just now, and there 
is even greater insistance on the contin­ 
uance of Spanish sovereignty over this 
group thap £hpre is over the more val 
nable islands of Cuba and Porto Rioo. 
It is said also that the failure to demand 
a money indemnity will be appreciated 
by the Spanish authorities as an act of 
noble generosity by the victors and that 
this will in part reconcile the govern­ 
ment to a compliance with the othel 
terms laid down. 


MAY REPLY BEFORE NIGHT. 


The Cabinet Thought to Be Form ulat­ 
ing the Final Answer to 
Spain Today. 


W ashington, July 30.—Nearly five 
hours’ earnest discussion by the prest 
dent and his constitutional advisers oj 
the nature of the response to be mad* 
by he government to the Spanish over­ 
tires for peace brought no conclusion 
yesterday and the subject necessarily 
was postponed for further consideration 
st another meeting of the cabinet 
scheduled for this morning. Such wai 
the formal statement of the situation 
made at the conclusion of yesterday’! 
work by each member of the cabinet 
who was questioned upon the subject. 
I he point QjM&r discussion d a r in g 
the greater part c t the meeting yester­ 
day was what disposition should be 
made of the Philippines. On the othei 
issues unanimity 
developed. 
There 
was to be independence demanded 
or tuba; Porto Rico was to be ceded 
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the cabinet felt that the insurgents un­ 
der Aguinaldo, having acted independ­ 
ently of the United States from the 
very beginning of the insurrectionary 
movement, and having lately shown a 
disposition to make trouble for us, had 
no moral claim upon tne United States 
in the settlement of the terms of peace. 
On the other hand, it was urged that 
our government should lose no oppor­ 
tunity to extend its principles through­ 
out the world, and that this would be 
done best in the present case by requir­ 
ing Spain to extend genuine autonomy 
to che Philippines. 
A point which was quickly estab­ 
lished was that there should be no 
reference of any phase of the question 
of the disposition of the islands to any 
concert or individual action by out­ 
side powers. Another point that was 
settled, though there was no formal 
action in it, was that no protest against 
the continuance of mimary or naval 
operations pending the peace negotia­ 
tions would avail in the slightest, that 
there would be no armistice, no suspen­ 
sion of operations nor any modification 
whatever of present plans until the 
Spanish government had agreed to the 
terms proposed. 
incident to the cession of Porto Rioo 
and the recognition of Caban independ­ 
ence by Spain was the decision that 
every vestige of Spanish government 
anti authority in the Caribbean and 
vs est Indian waters must be removed, 
effecting a material acquisition of nu­ 
merous islands over which the Spanish 
(lug flies, one of the most important of 
which is the Isle of Pines. Further­ 
more, this sw eeping change of author­ 
ity from Spain to the United States in 
our nearby waters is to be effective also 
as a quit claim of ail indebtedness as­ 
sumed by the Spanish government and 
charged by her to those islands, so far 
as (he United States is concerned, and ( 
all commercial treaties now existing be- : 
tween the Spanish government and her 
possessions there and outside powers 
are extinguished. 
Some discussion was had as to the 
possibility of Spanish acceptance of our 
terms. The views differed, though it 
can be stated that several of the more 
influential members of the cabinet be­ 
lieved that the terms substantially 
agreed on would not be accepted by 
Spain at once. While believing that 
the proposition made should in aU rea­ 
son constitute the minimum to he con­ 
sidered, some expressed the belief that 
Spain would not be immediately dis­ 
posed to reach an agreement on them 
and that possibly a considerable lapse 
of time would ensue before that gov­ 
ernment would be ready to yield, 
meantime seeking a compromise, whioh, 
it was asserted, was not to be enter­ 
tained for a moment. Others took the 
ground that there was every indication 
that she had decided to make terms 
and that what was now proposed would 
soon be aoceeded to, to avoid further 
disaster. 
One factor in the protracted discus­ 
sions of Philippine problem was the ab­ 
sence of advices as to the existing situ­ 
ation there on this date, a point that 
might be of considerable importance in 
the adjustment of the question. The 
unconfirmed dispatch reporting Manila 
had surrendered was read and com­ 
mented upon as indicating that definite 
action without knowledge of the exact 
situation at Manila might cause a state­ 
ment regarding conditions that did not 
exist. The answer of tnis government 
is likely to be communicated to Spain 
before tonight.

TRADE PROSfEKOOS. 


Surprising Amonnt For the Month a i 
July, Say* Dun’s Review. 
Bright Prospect*. 


N ew York, July 30.—R. G. Dun db 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade, issued 
today, says in part: 
Big bushless' in 
January is expected, but big-busmess in 
July means more. It is the month of 
all others when trade is naturally light. 
New engagements are ordinarily de­ 
ferred, and men wait for the outcome 
aud movement of crops. But more busi­ 
ness is being done this year than in any 
previous July of which there are rec­ 
ords. The payments through clearing­ 
houses have been 5.8 per cent larger 
than in 1892, the year of greatest pros­ 
perity heretofore, and for the month 
than far 6.5 per cent larger than last 
year and 8.4 per cent larger than in 
1892. But these records and others have 
to be judged in the light of heavy de­ 
cline in 
prices since 1892, so that 
the volume of business transacted is 
about 20 per cent larger than the vol­ 
ume of payments indicates. 
Considering that the purchases of 
nearly half the people depend on the 
success of agriculture and that the pros­ 
perity of the entire transporting inter­ 
est is materially affected by the size of 
crops to be moved, it may be said with 
reason that the promise of general 
prosperity this year is unusually bright. 
Wheat receipts for the year thna far 
have been 7,309,333 bushels, against 
10,652,074 bushels last year, but prices 
have declined 11^ cents and farmers 
are holding back their wheat in the 
hope of higher prices. Corn has a lit­ 
tle advance in prices owing to reports 
of injury to the crop aud also because 
exports for the month thus far have 
been singularly well maintained. 
The sales of wool show a remarkable 
increise in large transactions for which 
no pnoes are named. 
The demand for 
goods is rather better, 
The official report of iron production 
for the first half of 1898 shows an in­ 
crease of over 500,000 to us ^compared 
with any previous half year, and, what 
is far more important, the consumption 
in manufactures appears for the half to 
have exceeded the output. It is well to 
remember that in Jane, when the pro­ 
duction declined because of stoppage 
for repairs, the decrease in unsold stocks 
was 4,216 tons weekly. The new orders 
received are surprisingly large for the 
season, covering 5,000 tons at New 
York for rails and 10,000 pending for 
Russia and 5,000 for Japan, with 10,000 
taken at Chicago, and a noteworthy de­ 
mand for structural forms at Philadel­ 
phia and increasing for bars, with 
enough to keep the plate mills busy for 
a long time, a larger demand for bars 
at Chicago, including an order for 5,000 
tons implement stuff, and an excellent 
structural demand, and the heaviest de­ 
mand for plates ever known at Pitts­ 
burg.

However, there is not official confirma­ 
tion of the report. 
The United States government is in a 
position, it is believed, to receive news 
of so au important event sooner than 
the Spanisn authorities at Madrid. 
Being hemmed in on all sides, Captain 
General Augnsti woald not be able to 
communicate with Hongkong, the near­ 
est cable station, without passing his 
message through the United States 
lines and securing permission for its 
transmission by boat to Hongkong. 
And even if a boat bearing such a mes­ 
sage nail arrived at Hongkong it is only a 
fair supposition that the news of the fall 
of Manila would be communicated at 
that point to the world at large by 
means of the cable, instead of being 
confined to the Madrid government. 
Consequently, it is befleaed that this 
announcement of tne fall of Manila is 
an assumption, perhaps on the strong­ 
est basis for it may be that the Spanish 
government having sent permission to 
Augu.sri to surrender concludes that he 
has done so.

The reason he did not desire to do so 
was very likely because of a reluctance 
on his part to entrust the destinies of 
the great city to the insurgent! under 
Aguinaldo, who, at first tractable, had 
begun to show signs of impatience 
under restraint. Dewey realized that 
he was held morally responsible by the 
civilized world for the protection of the 
people of Manila against excesses at 
the hands of the insurgents. 
There 
was also the strongest reasons why he 
should not by failure to care tor the in­ 
terests of foreign residents in tne town, 
open the door to intervention of any of 
the neutral naval commanders who had 
been 
tying in the harbor jealously 
watching for their opportunity. 
Therefore, it became necessary for the 
admiral to maintain the statu quo until 
sufficient military force arrived to 
enanle him to receive the surrender of 
the town and to occupy and protect it. 
This has been done with some difficulty, 
as will be revealed in the end, when all 
of the correspondence is published, for 
it has been almost impossible to keep 
the insurgents ont of the town and 
their efforts to effect an entrance have 
redoubled as they learned the approach 
of the American forces and saw dawn­ 
ing upon them the possibility of an 
American occupation of the town that 
should exclude them from Manila pre- 
aisely aa Shafter excluded Garcia’s 
Cabans from Santiago. Now, however, 
Dewey undoubtedly has with him a 
sufficient military force to warrant him 
in accepting the surrender of Manila. 
It is said at the war department that at 
least three of the six military expedi­ 
tion that have been dispatched to the 
Philippines from 
San Francisco are 
now at Manila, affording an army of 
between IU,OOO and 15,000 men backed 
up by Dewey’s ships and sailors.

PHILIPPINA8’ APPEAL 


Cabled to President M cKinley Not ta 
Allow Spain to Retain 
the Island*. 


L ondon, July 30.—Natives of the 
Philippine islands and British subjeoti 
who have interests there are alarmed 
by the reports that the peace terms in­ 
clude the return of those islands to 
Spain. As a result they have held • 
meeting here, and, after consultation 
with the Philippinas in Franoe and 
Belgium, have oabled to President Mo 
Kinley and Senator Davis, chairman of 
the foreign relations committee. Tbs 
message to President McKinley is ai 
follows: 
“The Philippinas resident in Europe 
pray yon not to abandon the Philippine 
islands for the sake of peace with Spain. 
Our loyalty and trffst in the honor ol 
America entitle us to your consider* 
tiou and support. To hand over oat 
country again to Spain is contrary to 
the humanitarian proceedings of yoni 
noble natiou and the wish of all classes. 
Civilization, trade and order all will bs 
lost if Spanish authority is re-estab­ 
lished in any form."

A point which was quickly estab­ 
lished was that there should be no 
reference of any phase of the question 
of the disposition of the islands to any 
conoert or individual action by out­ 
side powers. 
Another point that was 
settled, though there was no formal 
action in it, was that no protest against 
the continuance of military or naval 
operations pending the peace negotia­ 
tions would avail in the slightest, that 
there woald be no armistice, no suspen­ 
sion of operations nor any modification 
whatever of present plans until the 
Spanish government had agreed to the 
terms proposed.

anil authority in the Caribbean and 
w est indian waters must be removed, 
effecting a material acquisition of nu­ 
merous islands over which the Spanish 
dug flies, one of the most important of 
winch is the Isle of Pines.

ity from Spain to the United States in

action without knowledge of the exact 
situation at Manila might cause a state­ 
ment regarding conditions that did not 
exist.

Surprising Amount For tho Month o f 
July, .Says 
Dun's Review. 
Bright Prospects. 


N e w Y o r k, July 30.—R. G . Dun St 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade, issued 
today, says in part: 
Big business in 
January is expected, but big-bus)ness in 
July means more. 
It is the month of 
all others when trade is naturally light. 
New engagements are ordinarily de­ 
ferred, and men wait for the outcome 
and movement of crops. But more busi­ 
ness is being done this year than in any 
previous July of which there are rec­ 
ords. 
The payments through clearing­ 
houses have been 5.8 per cent larger 
than in 1893, the year of greatest pros­ 
perity heretofore, and for the month 
thus far 6.5 per cent larger than last 
year and 8.4 per cent larger than in 
1892. but these records and others have 
to be judged in the light of heavy de­ 
cline in 
prices 
since 
1892, so that 
the volume of business transacted is 
about 20 per cent larger than the vol 
ame of payments indicates. 
Considering that the parch! sea of 
nearly half the people depend on tho 
success of agriculture and that the pros 
perity of the entire transporting inter 
est is materially affected by the size of 
crops to be moved, it may be said with 
reason that the promise of general 
prosperity this year is unusually bright. 
Wheat receipts for the year thns far 
have been 7,309,333 bushels, against 
IO,(*52,074 bushels last year, but prices 
have declined 11^ cents and farmers 
are holding back their wheat in the 
hope of higher prices. 
Corn has a lit­ 
tle advance in prices owing to reports 
of injury to the crop and also because 
exports for the month thus far have 
been singularly well maintained. 
The sales of wool show a remarkable 
increise in large transactions for which 
no prices are named. 
The demand for 
goods is rather better, 
The official report of iron production 
for the first half of 1898 shows an in­ 
crease of over 500,000 to us .compared 
with any previous half year, and, what 
is far more important, the consumption 
in manufactures appears for the half to 
have exceeded the output. It is well to 
remember that in Jane, when the pro­ 
duction declined because of stoppage 
for repairs, the decrease in unsold stocks 
was 4,216 tons weekly. The new orders 
received are surprisingly large for the 
season, covering 5,000 tons at New 
York for rails and 10,000 pending for 
Russia and 5,000 for Japan, with 10,000 
taken at Chicago, and a noteworthy de­ 
mand for structural forms at Philadel­ 
phia and increasing for bars, 
with 
enough to keep the plate mills busy for 
a long time, a larger demand for bars 
at Chicago, including an order for 5,000 
tons implement stuff, and an excellent 
structural demand, and the heaviest de­ 
mand for plates ever known at Pitts­ 
burg.

open the door to intervention of any of I 
the neutral naval commanders who had

watching for their opportunity. 
Therefore, it became necessary for the 
admiral to maintain the statu quo until 
a sufficient military force arrived to 
enaole him to receive the surrender of 
the town and to occupy and protect it. 
This has been done with some difficulty, 
as will be revealed in the end, when all 
of the correspondence is published, for 
it has been almost impossible to keep 
the insurgents ont of the town and 
their efforts to effect an entrance have 
redoubled as they learned the approach 
of the American forces and saw dawn­ 
ing npon them the possibility of an 
American occupation of the town that

The future disposition of the stars in 
the blue field of the American flag con­ 
tinues to interest many of onr friends. 
The one thing generally admitted is 
that the stars are already too small for 
individual distinction and too numer­ 
ous for beauty as they are now arrang­ 
ed. Any further increase in the number 
of the stars on the existing plan of 
rectilinear arrangement will tend to 
dilute the blue of our banner and to 
make it appear to the eye as spot span­ 
gled rather than star spangled. The 
stars will become mere star dust. 
Undoubtedly the most obvious reme­ 
dy and perhaps the most graceful would 
be to group the little stars in one com­ 
posite star, its center occupying the 
center of the field. 
Artistically and 
symbolically thespian is excellent. The 
effect at a distance would be fine, the 
richness ana depth of the beautiful blue 
would be preserved, and the central 
idea of our institutions, E Pluribus 
Unum, would be illustrated once more. 
We have already stated the principal 
objection. The flag of the little African 
republic of Liberia is closely copied 
after ours. It has ll red and white 
stripes and a blue field containing a 
single large white star. It is not likely 
that 
much 
practical 
inconvenience 
would result, on the high seas or else­ 
where, from a confusion of the two em­ 
blems, but nevertheless our dusky lit­ 
tle offspring across the Atlantic has 
rights of priority which must be re­ 
spected. 
The proposition has been made by 
several correspondents to obtain more 
room for the stars by extending the 
field, either longitudinally along the 
stripes or downward across the stripes. 
We do not think that either plan will 
win favor after it has been considered 
carefully. To disturb the existing and 
traditional proportion between the field 
and the rest of the flag would be to 
alter the whole character of the banner, 
and that is something which no Ameri­ 
can is disposed to tolerate.

flag,” says our Springfield correspond­ 
ent. Perhaps, bn* the changes proposed 
are revolutionary. 
W e shall now examine some of the 
other suggestions which our friends 
have contributed toward the solution of 
th is most interesting question. A New 
Yorker w rites: 
The original 18 states are represented by the 
stripes. Why repeat them in the stars in the 
field? This is a good idea. Push it along, and 
remember it was first suggested by 
A. N. 
W e understand our correspondent to 
suggest th at IS stars, representing the 
original states, m ay be om itted from 
the field w ith propriety because these 
IS original states are likewise represent­ 
ed by the stripes. 
B ut the blue union 
would then lose its significance. 
Its 
stars would no longer typify the union 
of all the states. It would be an incom­ 
plete sisterhood, including only the 82 
states w hich have been adm itted by act 
of congress. T hat would never do. Nor 
would it do to reduce the num ber of 
stars in tho union to the original 18, as 
is proposed 
by Keystone and 
per­ 
haps half a dozen others. 
That would 
indeed bo turning backward the clock 
of national progress and erasing a tre­ 
mendous part of American history now 
recorded in our bunting. 
Somewhat akin to this is Mr. Fred 
M ather’s idea of putting an arbitrary 
im it upon th© num ber of stars: 
In the course of the next half century many 
of the large states may be divided, and we 
may have 75 states. Then the problem would 
be how to get all the stars on. As no indi­ 
vidual star represents any one state I would 
suggest that we Btop adding stars after three 
more states are added. That would give us 
six rows of eight stars, and complete the flag 
for all time. This, done now, would not be 
unjust to the fourth state added, for no man 
can tell what or where that state would be.

W e ar© not quite so sure as our es­ 
teemed correspondent is th at w ithin th© 
next 50 years “ m any.of the large states 
m aybe divided, ” but that is not the 
point. W ith 48 states in the flag, in six 
rows of eight stars, the artistic defect 
which we have already noted and which 
has started this discussion would be­ 
come permanent, and as soon as a for­ 
ty-ninth state has been adm itted the 
Itars would cease to represent anything 
except a m athem atical quantity con­ 
veniently divisible. 
Mr. John M. Hall sends from Boston 
a pen and ink sketch of a flag w ith IS 
large stars, upon some of which are su­ 


perimposed lour little stars ana upon 
others two little stars, representing, as 
he explains, “ the 13 original states, 
large, and our 32 later states small and 
inside the larger stars, m aking 45 in 
a ll.” It is easy to put little stars w ithin 
big stars in a sketch in black on white 
paper, but how would Mr. H all accom­ 
plish it on the flag itself? L ittle white 
stars sewed upon tug w hite stars, or 
would Mr. Hall make his little stars 
colored, and of w hat color would he 
make them? 
The inadmissible idea of inequality 
in the Union is common to this and va­ 
rious other schemes to discrim inate be­ 
tween the states by exhibiting more 
than one size of star. 
Mr. Alfred King 
contemplates the same political and 
ethical error in an interesting letter, 
from which we quote the subjoined re­ 
marks : 
It seems to me that in line with a strict ad­ 
herend- to the original design of the Asg may 
be found the only preservation of its admire- , 
ble lines and color; hence I would construct 
every flag hereafter upon the linty of ts orig- | 
inal design as they come to us from tie story 
of the first flag and the resolution by congress 
providing: “ That the flag of the United States 
be 13 .strijx s, alternate red and white: that the , 
union be 18 stars, white in a blue field, repre- i 
stinting a new constellation.” 
It appears that, with a pencil drawing by I 
Washington, the general and Robert Morris j 
called upon a Mrs. Betsey Ross and engaged 
her to construct a flag according to the re- j 
quirements of the resolution providing for a 
flag. 
Mrs. Ross, however, prevailed upon this 
committee to adopt a five pointed star, because 
of its more starlike appearance at a distance, 
in place of one with six points, which these 
two gentlemen had chosen for the purpose. In 
this plea and evident preference for the more 
distinct character of each member of the pro­ 
posed combination to form a flag we find an 
argument almost identical with that presented 
by The Sun. 
Yes, construct the flag strictly upon its own 
original lines and do not depart from them. 
Thirteen stripes as they stand today and 13 
five pointed stars, the latter always larger and 
more distinct than any of the others of the 32 
remaining, and these placed all together in 
one group in the center of the field, surround­ 
ed with a generous or roomy area of blue. 
Then, and not till then, can we properly dis­ 
tinguish in our flag the ‘“ new constellation” 
named in the resolution. 
After this, in the remaining space of the 
field, the other, or remaining, stars w ill find 
their places as may be determined. This will 
restore to the eye, from a distance, the star 
form and its blue support or surroundings ae 
designed, which is now unquestionably passing 
from our flag. Presenting the larger stars to 
the eye in this way would also tend to suggest 
the form of all the other stars in the field, 
which would necessarily appear less distinctly 
than those o* the center 13, made much larger 
and surrounded by more of the blue of the 
field.

Hor© again we have one star differing 
from another in m agnitude— artistical­ 
ly unfortunate and a m isrepresentation 
of the fundam ental principle that ae a 
star on the blue Delaware is the equal 
of New York and Texas of Rhode Is­ 
land. 
A more promising solution is af­ 
forded in the letters of D. G. W. of 
Yonkers, W. E. S. of Brooklyn, Star 
Spangled Banner of W ilkesbarre and 
others. The first mentioned of these cor­ 
respondents w rites: 
Allow me to suggest the following arrange­ 
ment of the stars in our flag, which would add 
greatly to its artistic appearance and be a so­ 
lution of the problem now under discussion in 
your columns. I would make a circle of IS 
stars, the number of the original states of the 
Union, and place within the circle a single 
large star, made up of one star for each of the 
other states.

The constituent stars all being of the 
same size, the effect of the composite 
star w ithin tho circle is good. 
Some­ 
thing of the same sort was proposed 
about two years ago by Mr. John F. 
Earhart, a color printer of Cincinnati, 
who issued and circulated widely his 
design for the reformation of the stars 
in the American flag. 
Mr. E arhart’s 
plan, however, placed the 13 stars in 
the center, grouped together so as to 
make a large 6ix pointed star, and pro­ 
vided not only for one but for two con­ 
centric circles of stars outside. 
A five 
pointer would be better, as Betsey Ross 
is said to have informed George W ash­ 
ington. 
Moreover, it does not seem to 
us necessary or advisable to hamper the 
design by any effort to repeat in the 
field the idea of the original 13, already 
presented by the stripes. W hat is need­ 
ed is the most effective arrangement 
w ith a view to presenting a t a distance 
the most striking and distinct pattern, 
aud if the star w ithin a circle were 
adopted it would probably be found 
th at more than 18 stars would be need­ 
ed to form the central star, and more 
than 13 also to make the encircling 
band sufficiently compact. 
For this de­ 
sign there are 45 stars now available, 
aud these should be used w ith a view 
to the best possible effect rather than to 
the form ation of a group of 18. 
Sum m arizing the m any suggestions 
we have received, and om itting those 
which are trivial or too elaborate or 
purely fantastic, we have these IS: 
1. One star formed of 45. 
2. Enlarging field lengthwise. 
8. Extending field downward. 
4. Making half the flag blue. 
5. A union jack lined off with red stripes. 
6. Omitting 18 stars, because there are al­ 
ready 13 stripes. 
7. Thirteen big stars only. 
8. Thirteen big stare and the rest little. 
9. Little stars inside 13 big ones. 
10. Star of 13 within circle of 32. 
11. Star of 32 within circle of 13. 
12. Star of 13 within two concentric circles. 
13. Star within circle without regard to 
number.

The rich 
fool, W’ho had such abundance th at he 
did not know: what to do w’ith it, did 
not inquire, “ W hat would God have 
me do?” or “ W hat do my obligations 
to hum anity demand that I should do? 
but only “ W hat shall I do?’ and the 
conclusion reached was a selfish one— 
“ This w’ill I do, I will pull down my 
barns and build greater, and there wTill 
I bestow all my fruits and goods,” not 
to use for God or hum anity, but^for his 
owTn ease for many years. 
T hai which 
leads us to disregard God aud to fail to 
consider our fellow men is a great and 
grave evil. 
Covetousness is one of the most dan­ 
gerous evils to w’hich hum anity is heir. 
It is a sin of the heart and is not so 
easily seen and its dangers realized. 
It 
creeps upon us gradually and has us in 
its toils before we are aware of it, and, 
in fact, w’hile its prisoners m any never 
realize the fact. 
No sin is so insidious, 
and in this fact lies one of its greatest 
dangers. 
It is also a prevalent v \ ii. 
It 
affects, more or less, the whole human 
nice. Man naturally desires that which 
is of value and attractiveness to him, 
and it is an easy step from the natural, 
proper desire to an inordinate, sinful 
desire.

Such a m an can never be 
covetous. C hristianity shows us the ab­ 
solute deceitfulness and uncertainty of 
the riches of this world aud of the folly 
of sacrificing eternity for time. 
Chris 
tians themselves are often tdo much ab 
sorbed in tile things of this world. 
As 
Christians and as Endeavorers let us 
prove to the world by our lives and 
teachings thj\t godliness w ith content 
m eat is the most desirable of all pos­ 
sessions.

from circumstances. We do not believe

The Morning Post says that Na­ 
poleon, if he were in President McKin­ 
ley’s place, would certainly demand the 
cession of the Spanish West Indies, the 
Philippines and the Ladrone islands, lf

It is 
almost equally certain that the United 
States will exact compensation in some 
shape for at least a portion of the ex­ 
penses of the campaign. The financial 
condition of Spain seems to point to the 
substitution of territorial compensation 
for a money payment, in which case 
Porto Rico seems most likely to pass 
under the stars aud stripes. 
But it is in nowise improbable that

No D anger of Infection o f Troop* by 
Y ellow Jack In P orto Rico.

“ While yellow fever sometimes exists 
in San Juan,” said General Sternberg, 
“ it very seldom prevails in the interior 
of the island. The San Juan visitations 
are not very frequent—no more so, in 
fact, than the visitations from which 
New Orleans has suffered, and the fever 
is generally of a mild type. San Juan 
has never been considered a yellow fe­ 
ver breeding center, as are Havana and 
Santiago. The reason why Porto Rico 
is so much freer from the fever than 
the principal Cuban ports is that Porto 
Rico gets little of the coastwise trade 
as compared with the large cities of 
Cuba. 
It is these coastwise vessels 
which are largely responsible for the 
spread if not indeed for the existence 
of the pest. Most of them are frightful­ 
ly foul.

No nation ever waged a conflict more 
consistently and sw iftly disastrons than 
that which Spain now seeks to bring to 
a close. 
Cuba and Porto Rico must go 
altogether. 
The Standard expresses sympathy for 
Spain in the loss of the last relics of her 
once magnificent empire and acknowl­ 
edges the great triumph of the United 
States, after which it says: 
‘‘The Americans are in the presence 
of a national future very different from 
that which they looked forward to at 
the opening of the campaign. 
Both in 
Cuba and the Philippines their warlike 
action has created for them responsibil­ 
ities which they cannot evade, and 
which we believe they have no desire to 
evade, even though in regard to the 
great Pacific group of islands considera­ 
tions of prudence should place a lim it 
upon their immediate development. 
The United States were practically 
an insular people. 
They have become 
an impartial power. 
Englishmen will 
welcome their appearance in that capac­ 
ity, but can also assure them from ex­ 
perience that the burdens of their new 
role w ill be heavy, and that light heart­ 
edness has, it is feared, passed away 
from their national temper.” 
The Times says that peace negotia­ 
tions cannot be brought to a successful 
issue unless the Spanish nation is pre­ 
pared to accept the full consequences of 
its defeats. 
Unsuccessful or even dila­ 
tory negotiations could hardly fail to 
affect public opinion in the United 
States in a manner highly prejudicial 
lo Spain, and public opinion must be 
the supreme arbiter of the terms of 
peace. 
It is for the Spaniards to face the 
facts of the political situation with the 
same frank courage which earned for 
them the res Dect of the Americans in 


the field. 
There can, of course, be no 
question that Spain w ill be required to 
abdicate in the most complete manner 
her sever, ignty rn Tulia and all claims 
of whatever nuturt silo has there, 
it is 
almost equally certain that the United 
States w ill exact compensation in some 
shape for at least a portion of the ex­ 
penses of the campaign. 
The financial 
condition of Spain seems to point to the 
substitution of territorial compensation 
i for a money payment, in which case 
Porto Rico seems most likely to pass 
under the stare and stripes. 
But it is in nowise improbable that 
the United States w ill consider them­ 
selves entitled to a substantial reward 
for their sacrifices in the Pacific. Possi­ 
bly they might be content, if territorial 
considerations were 
only concerned, 
with a suitable coaling station in the 
Philippines ami such diplomatic ar­ 
rangement as would secure the rever­ 
sion of the islands if Svain should at 
any time desire to part with tlifcii. 
Probably the best thing for the world 
and the populations of both Cuba and 
the Philippines would bo for the United 
States to boldly assume the burden of 
giving them a strong, honest govern­ 
ment through American officials, but 
tile burden would be very heavy. 
Re­ 
cent incidents in the neighborhood of 
Santiago appear to have convinced the 
most instructed opinion iii America that 
to immediately grant autonomy to men 
like Garcia aud his associates woald be 
cruel kindness and that it would be 
followed by anarchy that would lead to 
fresh American intervention. 
In any case it is a question whether 
the Spaniards w ill have any voice in 
the solution of tile problem. 
The situation in the Philippines is 
complicated 
by the possibility that 
Spain will wish to reassume her sover 
eignty there, but in that event it is 
pretty clear that she w ill have to en­ 
gage in a war of reconquest, which 
might be attended by the most serions 
consequences to American and other in 
terests in the Pacific. 
The Kreuz Zeitung of July 26, the 
leading Conservative Agrarian organ in 
Berlin, says: 
‘‘The most interesting fact of the 
war is the political defeat of the Amer­ 
icans. 
They displayed on their shield 
the noble impulse of a high minded re 
public to liberate the downtrodden in­ 
habitants of Manila and Cuba, to whom 
Spain’s yoke was unbearable. This was 
the pretense for an outrageous war, and 
are the freed people rejoicing with their 
saviors? Are they throwing themselves 
at the feet of their unselfish guardians? 
No, they hate them more than they do 
their pretended oppressors. They testify 
that the pretext for the war, in which 
even a number of German simpletons 
believed, was a big lie ”—Special Cable 
to New York Sun.

Y ellow Jack In Porto Rico. 
Surgeon General Sternberg said re­ 
cently that he believed the troops which 
have gone to Porto Rico would be in 
little danger of contracting yellow fever. 
‘ * W hile yellow fever sometimes exists 
in San Juan,” said General Sternberg, 
‘‘it very seldom prevails in the interior 
of the island. The San Juan visitations 
are not very frequent—no more so, in 
fact, than the visitations from which 
New Orleans has suffered, and the fever 
is generally of a mild type. 
San Juan 
has never been considered a yellow fe­ 
ver breeding center, as are Havana and 
Santiago. 
The reason why Porto Rico 
is so much freer from the fever than 
the principal Cuban ports is that Porto 
Rico gets little of the coastwise trade 
as compared with the large cities of 
Cuba. 
It is these coastwise vessels 
which are largely responsible for the 
spread if not indeed for the existence 
of the pest. Most of them are frightful­ 
ly foul. 
‘‘The greatest care w ill be taken to 
prevent an outbreak of the infection 
among the Porto Rican troops. The ar­ 
rangements for looking after the health 
of the men w ill be much fetter than 
was possible at Santiago. We entertain 
little fear that the army which has 
gone to Porto Rico w ill have to contend 
with the plague.”—St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

His father, like Dewey, was a skillful 
and popular physician, and his mother 
was Sarah Lee Crittenden, of the same 
family as John Jordan Crittenden, gov­ 
ernor of Kentucky and attorney gener­ 
al in the cabinet of William Henry Har­ 
rison.

The following views on the terms of 
peace between Spain and the United 
States are taken from some of the Lon­ 
don daily papers of July 27: The 
Chronicle, in a conjectural article on 
the terms of peace between Spain and 
the United States, says: 
‘‘Spanish rule in the West Indies is 
ended. 
It will be a painful maste of 
time for Spain to enter into any negoti­ 
ations aiming at the retention of Cuba 
or Porto Rico. 
The only remaining 
questions are those of indemnity and 
the Philippines. 
‘‘The first presents no difficulty, be­ 
cause whatever Spain might promise 
she would not pay. She is insolvent. 
The United States will not demand in­ 
demnity, or if she does it will only be 
as a basis for a lien on Spanish territory. 
‘‘On the other hand, the Philippines 
present a grave difficulty. 
We do not 
anticipate that they will in any case be 
restored to Spain. 
If they are not an­ 
nexed, there will possibly be some kind 
of a protectorate established, in which 
the other nation’s share may be evolved 
from circumstances. We do not believe 
that a decent permanent native govern­ 
ment can be formed. ” 
The Morning Post says that Na­ 
poleon, if he were in President McKin­ 
ley’s place, would certainly demand the 
cession of the Spanish West Indies, the 
Philippines and the Ladrone islands. If 
Mr. McKinley makes this demand, 
Spain will only have to consider the al­ 
ternative between assenting or continu­ 
ing the war without a prospect of bet­ 
ter terms hereafter. 
The Daily Mail declares that Spain 
must be prepared to make great sacri­ 
fices to obtain peace. Herein is the diffi­ 
culty, inasmuch as it is nowise certain 
that she realizes her helplessness. 
Re­ 
garding indemnity, there is no possibil­ 
ity of Spain raising enough money to 
pay the victor’s costs. It is to be hoped 
that the United States will display its 
traditional generosity. 
Cuba, 
Porto 
Rico and the Philippines should be am­ 
ple compensation without a pecuniary 
indemnity. 
The Daily News commends Spain’s 
good sense and dignity in taking the 
initiative to secure peace. 
It takes it 
for granted that under no conditions 
will Spain be allowed to retain Caba or 
Porto Rico, but the Philippines are an­ 
other thing. 
It would be an act of ex­ 
treme generosity to leave Spain in pos­ 
session of, or at any rate to allow her to 
retain sovereignty over, these islands, 
but generosity is ever the best policy. 
The Standard, the recognized organ 
of the British government, says it re­ 
joices that Spain has made a definite 
move toward peace and in the only 
manner that offers the slightest prospect 
of a satisfactory result, but the condi­ 
tions on which the United States will 
be ready for peace will inevitably in­ 
volve a terrible sacrifice of Spanish 
pride. 
No nation ever waged a conflict more 
consistently and swiftly disastrous than 
that which Spain now seeks to bring to 
a close. 
Cuba and Porto Rico must go 
altogether. 
The Standard expresses sympathy for 
Spain in the loss of the last relics of her 
once magnificent empire and acknowl­ 
edges the great triumph of the United 
States, after which it says: 
‘‘The Americans are in the presence 
of a national future very different from 
that which they looked forward to at 
the opening of the campaign. 
Both in 
Cuba and the Philippines their warlike 
action has created for them responsibil­ 
ities which they cannot evade, and 
which we believe they have no desire to 
evade, even though in regard to the 
great Pacific group of islands considera­ 
tions of prudence should place a limit 
npon their immediate development. 
‘‘The United States were practically 
an insular people. They have become 
an impartial power. Englishmen will 
welcome their appearance in that capac­ 
ity, but can also assure them from ex­ 
perience that the burdens of their new 
role will be heavy, and that light heart­ 
edness has, it is feared, passed away 
from their national temper.” 
The Times says that peace negotia­ 
tions cannot be brought to a successful 
issue unless the Spanish nation is pre­ 
pared to accept the full consequences of 
its defeats. Unsuccessful or even dila­ 
tory negotiations could hardly fail to 
affect public opinion in the United 
States in a manner highly prejudicial 
lo Spain, and public opinion must be 
the supreme arbiter of the terms of 
peace. 
It is for the Spaniards to face the 
facts of the political sitnation with the 
same frank courage which earned for 
them the respect of the Americans in 


the field. There can. of course, be no 
question that Spain will be required to 
abdicate in the most complete manner 
her sovereignty rn Cuba and all claims 
of whatever nature she has t^ere. It is 
almost equally certain that tile United 
States will exac t, compensation in some 
shape for at least a portion of the ex­ 
penses of the campaign. The financial 
condition of Spain seems to point to the 
substitution of territorial compensation 
for a money payment, in which case 
Porto Rico seems most likely to pass 
under the stars and stripes. 
But it is in nowise improbable that 
the United States will consider them­ 
selves entitled to a substantial reward 
for their sacrifices in the Pacific. Possi­ 
bly they might be content, if territorial 
considerations were only concerned, 
with a suitable coaling station in the 
Philippines and such diplomatic ar­ 
rangement as would secure the rever­ 
sion of the islands if S*ain should at 
any time desire to part with tllfcii. 
Probably the best thing for the world 
aud the populations of both Cuba aud 
tile Philippines would be for the United 
States to boldly assume the burden of 
giving them a strong, honest govern­ 
ment through American officials, but 
the burden would be very heavy. 
Re­ 
cent incidents in the neighborhood of 
Santiago appear to have convinced the 
most instructed opinion iii America that 
to immediately grant autonomy to men 
like Garcia aud his associates would be 
cruel kindness and that it would be 
followed by anarchy that would lead to 
fresh American intervention. 
In any case it is a question whether 
the Spaniards will have any voice in 
the solution of the problem. 
The situation in the Philippines is 
complicated by the possibility that 
Spain will wish to reassume her sover­ 
eignty there, but in that event it is 
pretty clear that she will have to en­ 
gage in a war of reconquest, which 
might be attended by the most serious 
consequences to American and other in­ 
terests in the Pacific.

‘ * While yellow fever sometimes exists 
in San Juan,” said General Sternberg, 
‘‘it very seldom prevails in the interior 
of the island. The San Juan visitations 
are not very frequent—no more so, in 
fact, than the visitations from whioh 
New Orleans has suffered, and the fever 
is generally of a mild type. San Juan 
has never been considered a yellow fe­ 
ver breeding center, as are Havana and 
Santiago. The reason why Porto Rico 
is so much freer from the fever than 
the principal Cuban ports is that Porto 
Rico gets little of the coastwise trade 
as compared with the large cities of 
Cuba. 
It is these coastwise vessels 
which are largely responsible for the 
spread if not indeed for the existence 
of the pest. Most of them are frightful 
ly foul.

Commodore John Crittenden Watson 
is a Kentucky man, born in Frankfort. 
He w ill be 56 years old on the 24th of 
August, aud is, therefore, in the prime 
of life for such work as he has to do. 
His father, like Dewey, was a skillful 
and popular physician, and his mother 
was Sarah Lee Crittenden, of the same 
family as John Jordan Crittenden, gov­ 
ernor of Kentucky and attorney gener­ 
al in the cabinet of W illiam Henry Har­ 
rison. 
He entered Annapolis in 1856 
and was graduated in 1860 near the 
head of his class and just in time for 
the civil war. 
He was ordered to the 
Hartford as navigator in January, 1862, 
and there began his acquaintance with 
Farragut, who took an especial liking 
to the young Kentuckian and about a 
year later made him his flag lieutenant. 
He was with Farragut all through the 
Mississippi and Mobile bay operations. 
It was Watson who lashed his chief to 
the rigging during the famous battle in 
Mobile bay. 
After the war he was ordered to the 
Colorado of the European squadron and 
in 1866 became lieutenant commander, 
a promotion which is almost unheard of 
for a man of 24. He became commander 
in 1874; three years later he was a cap­ 
tain, and on the 7th of November, 1897, 
became commodore. 
Everybody who 
has had anything to do with Watson 
seems to like him. 
He has the reputa­ 
tion of a man who can always be de­ 
pended on to do what he is asked to do, 
and during the last 30 years he has had 
command of some of the best ships in 
the navy and has also attended to a 
good deal of drudgery in a thoroughly 
efficient and unassuming way. The men 
who have seen him in emergencies say 
that when there is a scrap on hand he 
smiles—just smiles—and doesn't say 
anything except when it is necessary 
— Washington Capital.

The following views on the terms of 
peace between Spain and the United 
States are taken from some of the Lon­ 
don 
daily papers of July 27: The 
Chronicle, in a conjectural article on 
the terms of peace between Spain and 
the United Slates, says: 
‘‘Spanish rule in the West Indies is 
ended. 
It will be a painful wiaste of 
time for Spain to enter into any negoti­ 
ations aiming at the retention of Cuba 
or Porto Rico. 
The only remaining 
questions are those of indemnity and 
the Philippines. 
“ The first presents no difficulty, be­ 
cause whatever Spain might promise 
she would not pay. 
She is insolvent. 
The United States w ill not demand in­ 
demnity, or if she does it w ill only be 
as a basis for a lien on Spanish territory. 
“ On the other hand, the Philippines 
present a grave difficulty. 
We do not 
anticipate that they w ill in any case be 
restored to Spain. 
If they are not an­ 
nexed, there w ill possibly be some kind 
of a protectorate established, in which 
the other nation’s share may be evolved 
from circumstances. We do not believe 
that a decent permanent native govern­ 
ment can be formed. ’’ 
The Morning Post says that N a­ 
poleon, if he were in President McKin­ 
ley’s place, would certainly demand the 
cession of the Spanish West Indies, the 
Philippines and the Ladrone islands. If 
Mr. 
McKinley makes this demand, 
Spain w ill only have to consider the al­ 
ternative between assenting or continu­ 
ing the war without a prospect of bet­ 
ter terms hereafter. 
The Daily Mail declares that Spain 
must be prepared to make great sacri­ 
fices to obtain peace. Herein is the diffi­ 
culty, inasmuch as it is nowise certain 
that she realizes her helplessness. 
Re­ 
garding indemnity, there is no possibil­ 
ity of Spain raising enough money to 
pay the victor’s costs. It is to be hoped 
that the United States w ill display its 
traditional generosity. 
Cuba, 
Porto 
Rico and the Philippines should be am­ 
ple compensation without a pecuniary 
indemnity. 
The Daily News commends Spain’s 
good sense and dignity in taking the 
initiative to secure peace. 
It takes it 
for granted that under no conditions 
w ill Spain be allowed to retain Cuba or 
Porto Rico, but the Philippines are an­ 
other thing. 
It would be an act of ex­ 
treme generosity to leave Spain in pos­ 
session of, or at any rate to allow her to 
retain sovereignty over, these islands, 
but generosity is ever the best policy. 
The Standard, the recognized organ 
of the British government, says it re­ 
joices that Spain has made a definite 
move toward peace and in the only 
manner that offers the slightest prospect 
of a satisfactory result, but the condi­ 
tions on which the United States w ill 
be ready for peace w ill inevitably in­ 
volve a terrible sacrifice of Spanish 
pride. 
No nation ever waged a conflict more 
consistently and swiftly disastrous than 
that which Spain now seeks to bring to 
a close. 
Cuba and Porto Rico must go 
altogether. 
The Standard expresses sympathy for 
Spain in the loss of the last relics of her 
once magnificent empire and acknowl­ 
edges the great triumph of the United 
States, after which it says: 
“ The Americans are in the presence 
of a national future very different from 
that which they looked forward to at 
the opening of the campaign. 
Both in 
Cuba and the Philippines their warlike 
action has created for them responsibil­ 
ities which they cannot evade, and 
which we believe they have no desire to 
evade, even though in regard to the 
great Pacific group of islands considera­ 
tions of prudence should place a lim it 
upon their immediate development. 
“ The United States were practically 
an insular people. 
They have become 
an impartial power. 
Englishmen w ill 
welcome their appearance in that capac­ 
ity, but can also assure them from ex­ 
perience that the burdens of their new 
role w ill be heavy, and that light heart­ 
edness has, it is feared, passed away 
from their national temper.’’ 
The Times says that peace negotia­ 
tions cannot be brought to a successful 
issue unless the Spanish nation is pre­ 
pared to accept the full consequences of 
its defeats. 
Unsuccessful or even dila­ 
tory negotiations could hardly fail to 
affect public opinion in the United 
States in a manner highly prejudicial 
lo Spain, and public opinion must be 
the supreme arbiter of the terms of 
peace. 
It is for the Spaniards to face the 
facts of the political situation with the 
same frank courage which earned for 
them the respect of the Americans in 


tho field. 
There can, et course, be no 
question that Spain will be required to 
abdicate iii the most complete manner 
her soveri igntv rn Cuba aud all claims 
of whatever unfurl she has libero. 
It is 
almost equally certain that the United 
States w ill exact compensation in some 
shape for at least a portion of the ex­ 
penses of the campaign. 
The financial 
condition of Spain seems to point to the 
substitution of territorial compensation 
for a moray payment, in which case 
Porto Rico seems most likely to pass 
under the stars and stripes. 
But it is in nowise improbable that 
the United States will consider them­ 
selves en ti til'd to a substantial reward 
for their sacrifices in the Pacific. Possi­ 
bly they might be content, if territorial 
considerations were 
only concerned, 
with a suitable coaling station in the 
Philippines aud such diplomatic ar­ 
rangement as would secure tile rever­ 
sion of the islands if tv iin should at 
any time desire to part with thfcn. 
Probably the best thing for the world 
and the populations of both Cuba and 
the Philippines would bo for the United 
States to boldly assume the burden of 
giving them a strong, honest govern­ 
ment through American officials, but 
tile burden would be very heavy. 
Re­ 
cent incidents iii the neighborhood of 
Santiago appear to have convinced the 
most instructed opinion iii America that 
to immediately grant autonomy to men 
like Garcia and his associates woald be 
cruel kindness and that it would be 
followed by anarchy that would lead to 
fresh American intervention. 
In any case it is a question whether 
the Spaniards w ill have any voice in 
the solution of the problem. 
The situation iii the Philippines is 
complicated 
by the possibility that 
Spain w ill wish to reassume he? sover­ 
eignty there, but in that event it is 
pretty clear that she w ill have to en­ 
gage in a war of reconquest, which 
might be attended by the most serious 
consequences to American and other in­ 
terests in the Pacific. 
The Kreuz Zeitung of July 26, the 
leading Conservative Agrarian organ in 
Berlin, says: 
“ The most interesting fact of the 
war is the political defeat of the Amer­ 
icans. 
They displayed on their shield 
the noble impulse of a high minded re­ 
public to liberate the downtrodden in­ 
habitants of Manila and Cuba, to whom 
Spain’s yoke was unbearable. This was 
the pretense for an outrageous war, and 
are the freed people rejoicing with their 
saviors? Are they throwing themselves 
at the feet of their unselfish guardians!1 
No, they hate them more than they do 
their pretended oppressors. They testify 
that the pretext for the war, in which 
even a number of German simpletons 
believed, was a big lie. ”—Special Cable 
to New York Sun.

FREE FROM FEVER. 


N o D an ger o f 
In fectio n o f Troop* 
b j 
Y ello w J a ck In P orto R ico. 
Surgeon General Sternberg said re­ 
cently that he believed the troops which 
have gone to Porto Rico would be in 
little danger of contracting yellow fever. 
‘4 W hile yellow fever sometimes exists 
in San Juan,” said General Sternberg, 
“ it very seldom prevails in the interior 
of the island. The San Juan visitations 
are not very frequent—no more so, in 
fact, than the visitations from which 
New Orleans has suffered, and the fever 
is generally of a mild type. 
San Juan 
has never been considered a yellow fe­ 
ver breeding center, as are Havana and 
Santiago. 
The reason why Porto Rico 
is so much freer from the fever than 
the principal Cuban ports is that Porto 
Rico gets little of the coastwise trade 
as compared with the large cities of 
Cuba. 
It is these coastwise vessels 
which are largely responsible for the 
spread if not indeed for the existence 
of the pest. Most of them are frightful­ 
ly foul. 
“ The greatest care will be taken to 
prevent an outbreak of the infection 
among the Porto Rican troops. The ar­ 
rangements for looking after the health 
of the men w ill be much (petter than 
was possible at Santiago. We entertain 
little fear that the army which has 
gone to Porto Rico w ill have to contend 
with the plague.”—St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

f d o r Sergeant J . E. Andrew* Describe* 
Some Incidents o f the F igh t. 
Color Sergeant J. E. Andrews of 
Troop B, Third cavalry, is a big man 
and a typical soldier in appearance. He 
has been 18 years in the service. He 
was shot in the abdomen, but is vble to 
walk about. His regiment sra* going 
up the hill at San Juan when he was 
hit. He rolled down several yards and 
brought to in a ditch, but- stuck to the 
colors he carried. He called out to his 
lieutenant to take the colors, bot in 
the roar of battle the officer did not hear 
him. 
“ I was in front of the firing line," 
said the color sergeant. “ We were or­ 
dered to advance, and we moved for­ 
ward 150 yards. About 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon the hill had been carried by 
the rough riders and the Third cavalry. 
When I stopped rollng, I sat up and 
could see the line of battle for a mile. 
ITI never forget the way our boys 
walked up that hill, from the top of 
which came a storm of bullets. I don’t 
know how the men could have done it. 
I never saw anything like it. They were 
yelling all the way up. The nippers 
would not cut the fiat wires of the 
barbed fences we found in the way. 
Some of the men would jump on the 
wires and hold them down till other 
men had passed over them. 
“ Sergeant Mulhearn planted our col­ 
ors on the top of the hill. In a few sec­ 
onds 200 shots flew around it, and it 
was nearly riddled. My clothes were 
almost cut to pieces by bullets which did 
not barm me. I was shot about 300 
yards from an intrenchment. There our 
boys captured a Spanish flag with the 
letter ‘K’ on it. 
Lieutenant Colonel 
Roosevelt aud Major Wester volt of the 
rough riders were with us. I told them 
to lie down or they would be shot, but 
they wouldn’t. Then Major Westervelt 
was shot in the neck. He was carried 
to the rear and after being bandaged 
sat dmvu to smoke his pipe. The hos­ 
pital people wanted to keep bim there. 
Wli mu his pipe was finished, he said: 
’Well, I guess I’m boss. I’m going.’ 
They tried to prevent him from going 
to tile front, but they couldn’t When 
he got to the front, he was wounded 
again."—New York Herald.

Color Sergeant J. E. 
Andrews of 
Troop B, Third cavalry, is a big man 
and a typical soldier in appearanee. He 
has been 18 years in the service. 
He 
was shot in the abdomen, but is able to 
walk about. His regiment v’a* going 
up the hill at San Juan when he was 
hit. 
He rolled down several yards aud 
brought to iii a ditch, but stuck to the 
colors he carried. 
He called out to his 
lieutenant to take the colors, but in 
the roar of battle the officer did not hear 
him. 
“ I was in front of the firing line,” 
said the color sergeant. 
‘‘We were or­ 
dered to advance, and we moved for­ 
ward 150 yards. About 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon the hill had been carried by 
the rough riders and the Third cavalry. 
When I stopped rollng, I sat up and 
could see the line of battle for a mile. 
I ’ll never forget the way our boys 
walked up that hill, from the top of 
which came a storm of bullets. I don’t 
know how the men could have done it. 
I never saw anything like it. They were 
yelling all the way up. The nippers 
would not cut the flat wires of the 
barbed fences we found in the way. 
Some of the men would jump on the 
wires and hold them down till other 
men had passed over them. 
‘‘Sergeant Mulhearn planted our col­ 
ors on the top of the hill. In a few sec­ 
onds 200 shots flew around it, and it 
was nearly riddled. 
My clothes were 
almost cut to pieces by bullets which did 
not harm me. 
I was shot about 300 
yards from an intreuchment. There our 
boys captured a Spanish flag with the 
letter ‘K ’ on it. 
Lieutenant Colonel 
Roosevelt and Major Westervelt of the 
rough riders were with us. 
I told them 
to lie down or they would be shot, but 
they wouldn’t. Then Major Westervelt 
was shot in the neck. 
He was carried 
to the rear and after being bandaged 
sat dawn to smoke his pipe. The hos­ 
pital people wanted to keep bim there. 
Wh en his pipe was finished, he said: 
‘Well, I guess I ’m boss. 
I ’m going.’ 
They tried to prevent him from going 
to the front, but they couldn’t When 
ho got to the front, he was wounded 
again.”

W ash in g to n, July 30.—It was stated 
last Bight in a high diplomatic quarter,

peace negotiations, it was practically 
certain the Spanish government woald 
not accede to this condition, but woald 
determine rather to continue the war. 
As to the other peace conditions under­ 
stood to have been decided by the cabi­ 
net yesterday, those who are best able 
to jndge the disposition of the Spanish 
government feel that while these terms 
are hard, yet that they do not present 
any insurmountable 
barrier 
to the 
speedy restoration of peace, and while 
there is no authority for saying Spain 
would accept these terms and retire 
from Cuba and Porto Rico, there is 
every indication that she woald yield 
rather than continue a disastrous war. 
Bat the future of the Philippines ap­ 
pears to be of as much concern to the 
Spanish government as it is to the 
American cabinet just now, and there 
ie even greater insistance on the contin­ 
uance of Spanish sovereignty over thia 
group than there is over the more val 
aable islands of Cuba aud Porto Rioo. 
It is said also that the failure to demand 
a money indemnity will be appreciated 
by the Spanish authorities as an act of 
noble generosity by the victors and that 
this will in part reconcile the govern­ 
ment to a compliance with the othet 
terms laid down. 


the cabinet felt that the insurgents un­ 
der Aguinaldo, having acted independ­ 
ently of the United States from the 
very beginning of the insurrectionary 
movement, and having lately shown a 
disposition to make trouble for us, had 
no moral claim upon the United States 
in the settlement of the terms of peace.

Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade, issued 
today, says in part: 
Big business in 
January is expected, but big business in 
July means more. 
It is the month of 
all others when trade is naturally light. 
New engagements are ordinarily de­ 
ferred, and men wait for the outcome 
and movement of crops. But more busi­ 
ness is being done this year than in any 
previous July of which there are rec­ 
ords. 
The payments through clearing­ 
houses have beeu 5.8 per cent larger 
than in 1892, the year of greatest pros­ 
perity heretofore, and for the month 
thus far 6.5 per cent larger than last 
year and 8.4 per cent larger than in 
1892. But these records and ethel s have 
to be judged in the Ught of heavy de 
cline in 
prices since 1892, so that 
the volume of business transacted is 
about 20 per oeut larger than the vol 
ume of payments indicates. 
Considering that the purchsses of 
nearly half the people depend on the 
success of agriculture aud that the pros 
penty of the entire transporting inter 
est is materially affected by the size of 
crops to be moved, it may be said with 
reason that the promise of genera 
prosperity this year is unusually bright 
Wheat receipts for the year thns far 
have been 7,309,333 bushels, against 
10,359,074 bushels last year, but prices 
have declined l l 1-) cents aud farmers 
are holding back their wheat in the 
hope of higher prices. 
Corn has a lit 
tie advance in prices owing to reports 
of injury to the crop aud also because 
exports for the month thus far have 
been singularly well maintained. 
The sales of wool show a remarkable 
increise in large transactions for which 
no prices are named. 
The demand for 
goods is rather better, 
The official report of trou production 
for the first half of 1898 shows an in­ 
crease of over 500,000 to us pow pared 
with any previous half year, and, what 
is far more important, the consumption 
in manufactures appears for the half to 
have exceeded the output. 
It is well to 
remember that iu June, when the pro 
ductiou declined because of stoppage 
for repairs, the decrease in uusold stocks 
was 4,216 tons weekly. The new orders 
received are surprisingly large for the 
season, covering 5,000 tons at New 
York for rails and 10,000 pending for 
Russia and 5,000 for Japan, with 10,000 
taken at Chicago, and a noteworthy de­ 
mand for structural forms at Philadel­ 
phia and increasing for bam, 
with 
•uough to keep the plate mills busy for 
a long time, a larger demand for bars 
at Chicago, including an order for 5,000 
tons implement staff, and an excellent 
structural demand, and the heaviest de­ 
mand for plates ever known at Pitts­ 
burg.

The United States government is in a

Being hemmed in on all sides, Captain 
General Augusti would not be able to 
communicate with Hongkong, the near­ 
est cable station, without passing his 
message through the 
United states 
lines aud securing permission for its 
transmission by boat to 
Hongkong. 
And even if a boat bearing such a mas­ 
sage ii a* i arrived at Hongkong it is only a 
fair supposition that the news of the tall 
of Manila would be communicated at 
that point to the world at large by 
means of the cable, instead of beiug 
confined to the Madrid government. 
Consequently, it is beiieued that this 
aunouncemeut of the fall of Mauila is 
au assumption, perhaps on the strong­ 
est basis for it may be that the Spanish 
government having sent permission to 
Augusri to surrender concludes that he 
has done so. 
It was known to be th* disposition of 
the Spanish authorities at Mauila to 
surrender lo the American forces in­ 
stead of to the insurgents when the 
town musr fall. 
It is tolerably certain 
that Admiral Dewey might have re­ 
ceived the surrender at any time within 
the past six weeks had lie beeu disposed 
to exert the slightest pressure in that 
direction. 
Indeed, in one of his dispatches he 
made the blunt statement that he could 
take Manila in 24 hours if he desired. 
Tile reuson he did not desire to do so 
was very likely because of a reluctance 
on his part to entrust the destinies of 
the great city to the insurgent* under 
Aguinaldo, who, at first tractable, had 
beguu to show signs of impatience 
under restraint. 
Dewey realized that 
he was held morally responsible by the 
civilized world for the protection of tile 
people of Manila against excesses at 
the hands of the insurgents. 
There 
was also the strongest reasons why he 
should not by failure to care tor the in- 
teiests of foreign residents in the town, 
open the door to intervention of any of 
the neutral naval commanders who had 
beeu 
tying in the harbor jealously 
watching for their opportunity. 
'I heretore, it became ueceai-ary for the 
admiral to maintain the statu quo until 
a sufficient military force arrived to 
enaole him to receive the surrender of 
the town aud to occupy and protect it. 
This has beeu done with some difficulty, 
as will be revealed in the cud, when all 
of the correspondence is published, for 
it has beeu almost impossible to keep 
the insurgents out of the towu and 
their efforts to effect an entrance have 
redoubled as they learned the approach 
of the American forces and saw dawn­ 
ing upon them the possibility of an 
American occupation of the town that 
should exclude them from Manila pre- 
nicely as 
Shafter excluded Garcia’s 
Cubans from Santiago. Now, howevtr, 
Dewey undoubtedly has with him a 
sufficient military lores to warrant him 
in accepting the surrender of Manila. 
it is said at the war department that at 
least three of the six military expedi­

The future disposition of the stars in 
the blue field of the American flag con­ 
tinues to interest m any of our friends. 
The one thing generally adm itted is 
that the stars are already too small for 
individual distinction and too numer­ 
ous for beauty as they are now arrang­ 
ed. Any further increase in the number 
of the stars on the existing plan of 
rectilinear arrangement w ill tend to 
dilute the blue of our banner and to 
make it appear to the eye as spc* span­ 
gled rather than star spangled. 
The 
stars w ill become mere star dust. 
Undoubtedly the m ost obvious rem e­ 
dy aud perhaps the most graceful would 
be to group the little stars in one com ­ 
posite star, its center occupying the 
center of the field. 
A rtistically and 
sym bolically th^plan is excellent. The 
effect at a distance would be fine, the 
richness and depth of the beautiful blue 
would be preserved, and the central 
idea of our institutions, E 
Pluribus 
Unum, would be illustrated once more. 
W e have already stated the principal 
objection. The flag of the little African 
republic of Liberia is closely copied 
after ours. 
It has l l red aud w hite 
stripes and a blue field containing a 
single large w hite star. 
It is not likely 
that 
much 
practical 
inconvenience 
would result, on the high seas or else­ 
where, from a confusion of the tw o em ­ 
blems, but nevertheless our dusky lit­ 
tle offspring across the A tlantic has 
rights of priority w hich must be re­ 
spected. 
The proposition has been made by 
several correspondents to obtain more 
room for the stars by extending the 
field, either longitudinally along the 
stripes or downward across the stripes. 
W e do not think that either plan w ill 
w in favor after it has been considered 
carefully. 
To disturb the existing aud 
traditional proportion between the field 
and the rest of the flag would be to 
alter the whole character of the banner, 
and that is som ething which no Am eri­ 
can is disposed to tolerate. 
The same objection applies even more 
decidedly to Agawam 's idea, scut to 
us from Springfield. 
He would extend 
the blue all over, as in the flag w’hich I 
w e now call the union jack, but bet ween 
the rows of w hite attars he would intro­ 
duce red 
stripes narrower than 
the 
w idth of the star* The flag would thus 
consist of six rows of good sized stars, 
seven narrow red stripes and a blue 
field for background. 
“ A beautiful 
flag,” says our Springfield correspond­ 
ent. Perhaps, but the changes proposed 
are revolutionary. 
W e shall now exam ine some of the 
other suggestions w hich our friends 
have contributed toward the solution of 
this m ost interesting question. 
A N ew 
Yorker writes: 
Th© original 18 state© are represented by the 
■tripe©. Why rejieat them in the ©tar© in the 
field* This is a good idea. Push it along, and 
remember it wa© Ural auggeated by 
A N. 
W e understand our correspondent to 
suggest that 18 stars, representing the 
original states, m ay be om itted from 
the field w ith propriety because these 
18 original states are likew ise represent­ 
ed by the stripes. 
But the blue union 
would then lose its significance. 
Its 
stars would no longer typify the union 
of all the states. It would be an incom ­ 
plete sisterhood, including only the 82 
states w hich have been admitted by act 
of congress. That would never do. Nor 
would it do to reduce the number of 
stars in the union to the original 13, as 
is 
proposed 
by Keystone and 
per­ 
haps half a dozen others. 
That would 
indeed be turning backward the clock 
of national progress and erasing a tre­ 
mendous part of American history now 
recorded in our bunting. 
Borne what akin to this is Mr. Fred 
M ather’s idea of putting an arbitrary 
lim it upon the number of stars: 
In the course of tho next half century many 
of the large ©tate© may be divided, and W© 
may have 76 atate©. 
Then th® problem would 
be how to get all the ©tar© on. A© no iud! 
vidual ©tar represent© any one atate I would 
suggest that we ©top adding ©tar© after three 
more ©tate© are added. That would give na 
©ii rows of eight ©tar*, and complete the flag 
for all time. This, done now, would not be 
unjust to the foufth ©tate added, for no man 
f»»i> tell what or where that ©tate would be.

W e are not quite so sure as our es­ 
teemed correspondent is that w ithin the 
next 60 yeurs “ m any.of the large states 
may be divided,” but that is not the 
point. W ith 48 states in the flag, in six 
rows of eight stars, the artistic defect 
w hich we have already noted and w hich 
has started this discussion would be­ 
come permanent, and as soon as a for­ 
ty-ninth state has been admitted the 
liars would cease to represent anything 
except a m athem atical quantity con­ 
veniently divisible. 
Mr. John M. H all sends from Boston 
a pen and ink sketch of a flag with 18 
is^rge stars, uj*on some of which are su­ 


perimposed lour little stars and upon 
others tw o little stars, representing, as 
he explains, “ the 13 original states, 
large, and our 32 later states small and 
inside the larger stars, making 45 in 
all. ” It is easy to put little stars w ithin 
big stars in a sketch in black on w hite 
paper, but bow would Mr. H all accom­ 
plish it on the flag itself? L ittle w hite 
stars sewed upon big w hite stars, or 
would Mr. H all make his little stars 
colored, aud of w hat color would he 
make them? 
The inadm issible idea of inequality 
in the Union is common to this and va­ 
rious other schemes to discrim inate be­ 
tween the states by exhibiting more 
than one size of star. 
Mr. Alfred King 
contemplates the same 
political and 
ethical error in an interesting letter, 
from w hich w e quote the subjoined re­ 
marks : 
It ©©em© to me that in line with a strict ad­ 
herence to the original design of the flag may 
be found the only pre Her vat ion of it© admira­ 
ble l i n e s and color; hence I would construct 
every flag hereafter upon the lines of ts orig­ 
inal design as they come to uh flora tie story 
of the first flag and the resolution by congress 
providing: “ That the flag of the United States 
bt- 13 strip* f, alternate red and white; that the 
union be 13 star- white in a blue field, repre- j 
Henting a new constellation.'’ 
It appears that, with a pencil drawing by 
Washington, the general and Robert Morris 
nailed upon a Mrs. Betsey Bchs and engaged 
h e r to construct a flag according to the re 
quirements of the resolution providing for a 
flag. 
Mrs. Ross, however, prevailed upon this 
committee to adopt a five pointed star, because 
of its more starlike appearance at a distance, j 
in place of one with six points, which these 
two gentlemen had chosen for the purpose. In I 
this plea and evident preference for t h e more 
distinct character of t ach member of the pro- j 
posed combination to form a flag we find an 
argument almost identical with that presented j 
by The Sun.

Covetous™**- is an inordinate and nn- 
law ful desire for that w hich is not ours. 
It usually leads to an effort to possess 
what we' wish for most inordinately, 
whether by fair means or fofcl ones 
Covetousness is forbidden by the law of 
God. 
“ Thou shalt not covet 
is tile 
final command of God in the summary 
pf the moral law given to Moses. 
Covetousness is selfishness. 
It does 
not consider the rights of God or the 
rights of man, but only self. 
The rich 
fool, w ho had such abundance that he 
did not knowT what to dc* w ith it, did 
not inquire, “ What would God have 
me do?” or “ W hat do my obligations 
to hum anity demand that I should dor 
but only “ What shall I do?” and the 
conclusion reached was a scifi sh one—- 
“ This w ill I do, 
I w ill pull down m y 
bams and build greater, and there w ill 
I bestow all my fruits and goods, 
not 
to use for God or humanity, but^for his 
own ease for many years. 
That w hich 
leads us to disregard God and to fa il to 
consider our fellow men is a great and 
grave evil. 
Covetousness is one of the most dan­ 
gerous evils to which humanity is heir. 
It is a sin of the heart and is not so 
easily seen and its dangers realized.

The constituent stars all being of the 
same size, the effect of the composite 
star w ithin the circle is good. 
Some­ 
thing of the same sort was proposed 
about tw o years ago by Mr. John F. 
Earhart, a color printer of Cincinnati, 
w ho issued aud circulated w idely his 
design for the reformation of the stars 
in the American flag. 
Mr. Earhart’s 
plan, however, placed the 18 stars in 
the center, grouped together so as to 
make a large six pointed star, aud pro­ 
vided not only for one but for two con­ 
centric circles of stars outside. 
A five 
pointer would be better, as Betsey Ross 
is said to have informed George W ash­ 
ington. 
Moreover, it does not seem to 
us necessary or advisable to hamper the 
design by any effort to repeat in the ■ 
field the idea of the original 13, already 
presented by the stripes. W hat is need­ 
ed is the most effective arrangement 
w ith a view to presenting at a distance 
the most striking and distinct pattern, 
aud if the star w ithin a circle were 
adopted it would probably be found 
that more than 18 stars would be need­ 
ed to form the central star, aud more 
than 18 also to make the encircling 
band sufficiently compact. 
For this de­ 
sign there are 45 stars now available, 
aud these should be used w ith a view 
to the best possible effect rather than to 
the formation of a group of 18. 
Sum m arizing the many suggestions 
w e have received, and om itting those 
w hich are trivial or too elaborate or 
purely fantastic, we have these 13: 
1. Od© ©tar formed of 46. 
2. Enlarging field lengthwise. 
8. E xtending field downward.

The Ohio River Improvement associa­ 
te^ will meet in annual session at 
Wheeling, Sept. 14 and 15. 
The Wheel­ 
ing cham ber of commerce will entertain 
the delegates, and there will be a large 
attendance at the convention. 
One of the things to be considered is 
the tilling in of the Ohio river at various 
jiiices. 
Strong resolutions will be 
passed calling upon congress to take 
each action as will stop the stealing of 
rlver shores by corporations and indi- 
vidnals. The filling in of the rivers in 
the vicinity of cities has become a very 


serious question, as it forces the water 
to a greater height than it did before 
fills were made. 
This has been proven 
by the action of the weather bureau 
officers in certain Ohio river towns, who 
have had the danger lines changed on 
account of the filling in of the streams. 
It is not probable that East Liverpool 
will be represented at the meeting, al­ 
though scores of river towns from Pitts­ 
burg to Cairo always send delegates.

Commodore John Crittenden Watson 
is a Kentucky man, born in Frankfort. 
He w ill be 5b years old on the 24th of 
August, and is, therefore, in the prime 
of life for such work as he has to do. 
His father, like Dewey, was a skillful 
and popular physician, and his mother 
was Sarah Lee Crittenden, of the same 
family as John Jordan Crittenden, gov­ 
ernor of Kentucky and attorney gener­ 
al in the cabinet of William Henry Har­ 
rison. 
He entered Annapolis in 1856 
and was graduated in 1860 near the 
head of his class and just in time for 
the civil war. 
He was ordered to the 
Hartford as navigator in January, 1862, 
aud there began bis acquaintance with 
Farragut, who took an especial liking 
to the young Kentuckian aud about a 
year later made him his flag lieutenant. 
He was with Farragut all through the 
Mississippi and Mobile bay operations. 
It was Watson who lashed his chief to 
the rigging during the famous battle in 
Mobile bay. 
After the war he was ordered to the 
Colorado of the European squadron aud 
in 1866 became lieutenant commander, 
a promotion which is almost unheard of 
for a man of 24. He became commander 
in 1874; three years later he was a cap­ 
tain, and on the 7th of November, 1897, 
became commodore. 
Everybody who 
has had anything to do with Watson 
seems to like him. 
He has the reputa­ 
tion of a man who can always be de­ 
pended on to do what he is asked to do, 
and during the last 80 years he has had 
command of some of the best ships in 
the navy aud has also attended to a 
good deal of drudgery in a thoroughly 
efficient aud unassuming way. The men 
who have seen him in emergencies say 
that when there is a scrap ou hand he 
smiles—just smiles—aud doesn’t say 
anything except when it is necessary.

The following views on the terms of 
peace between Spain and the United 
States are taken from some of the Lon­ 
don 
daily papers of July 27: The 
Chronicle, in a conjectural article on 
the terms of peace between Spain aud 
the United States, says: 
“ Spanish rule in the West Indies is 
ended. 
It will be a painful waste of 
time for Spain to enter into any negoti­ 
ations aiming at the retention of Cuba 
or Porto Rico. 
The only remaining 
questions are those of indemnity aud 
the Philippines. 
“ The first presents no difficulty, be­ 
cause whatever Spain might promise 
she would not pay. 
She is insolvent. 
The United States will not demand in­ 
demnity, or if she does it will only be 
as a basis for a lien on Spanish territory. 
“ On the other hand, the Philippines 
present a grave difficulty. 
We do not 
anticipate that they will in any case be 
restored to Spain. 
If they are not an- 
j 
uexed, there will possibly be some kind 
of a protectorate established, in which 
the other nation’s share may be evolved 
from circumstances. We do not believe 
that a decent permanent native govern­ 
ment can be formed. ” 
The Morning Post says that Na­ 
poleon, if he were in President McKin­ 
ley’s place, would certainly demand the 
cession of the Spanish West Indies, the 
Philippines and the Ladrone islands, lf 
Mr. 
McKinley makes this demand, 
Spain will only have to consider the al­ 
ternative between assenting or continu­ 
ing the war without a prospect of bet­ 
ter terms hereafter. 
The Daily Mail declares that Spain 
must be prepared to make great sacri­ 
fices to obtain peace. Herein is the diffi­ 
culty, inasmuch as it is nowise certain 
that she realizes her helplessness. 
Re­ 
garding indemnity, there is no possibil­ 
ity of Spain raising enough money to 
pay the victor’s costs. It is to be hoped 
that the United States will display its 
traditional generosity. 
Cuba, 
Porto 
Hico aud the Philippines should bo am­ 
ple compensation without a pecuniary 
indemnity. 
The Daily News commends Spain's 
good sense and dignity in taking the 
initiative to secure {>eace. 
It takes it 
for granted that under no conditions 
will Spain be allowed to retain Caba or 
Porto Rico, but the Philippines are an­ 
other thing. 
It would be an act of ex­ 
treme generosity to leave Spain in pos­ 
session of, or at any rate to allow her to 
retain sovereignty over, these islands, 
but generosity is ever the best policy. 
The Standard, the recognized organ 
of the British government, says it re­ 
joices that Spain has made a definite 
move toward peace and in the only 
manner that offers the slightest prospect 
of a satisfactory result, bat the condi­ 
tions on which the United States will 
be ready for peace will inevitably in­ 
volve a terrible sacrifice of Spanish 
pride. 
No nation ever waged a conflict more 
consistently and swiftly disastrous than 
that which Spain now seeks to bring to 
a close. 
Cuba and Porto Rico must go 
altogether. 
The Standard expresses sympathy for 
Spain in the loss of the last relics of her 
once magnificent empire and acknowl­ 
edges the great triumph of the United 
States, after which it says: 
“ The Americans are in the presence 
of a national future very different from 
that which they looked forward to at 
the opening of the campaign. 
Both in 
Cuba and the Philippines their warlike 
action has created for them responsibil­ 
ities which they cannot evade, and 
which we believe they have no desire to 
evade, even though in regard to the 
great Pacific group of islands considera­ 
tions of prudence should place a limit 
upon their immediate development. 
The United States were practically 
an insular people. 
They have become 
an impartial power. 
Englishmen will 
welcome their appearance in that eapao- j 
ity, but can also assure them from ex- . 
penance that the burdens of their uew ; 
role will be heavy, and that light heart­ 
edness has, it is feared, passed away j 
from their national temper.” 
The Times says that peaoe uegotia- I 
tious cannot be brought to a successful 
issue unless the Spanish nation is pre­ 
pared to accept the full consequences of 
its defeats. 
Unsuccessful or even dila­ 
tory negotiations could hardly fail to 
affect public opinion in the United 
States in a manner highly prejudicial 
to Spain, and public opinion must be 
the supreme arbiter of the terms of 
peace. 
It is for the Spaniards to face the 
facts of the political situation with the 
same frank courage which earned for 
them tho res nee t of the Americans in 


| the field. 
There can, of course, be no 
question that Spain will be required to 
abdicate in the most complete manner 
her sovereignty rn Cuba and all claims 
of whatever nnturt she ha.-* there. 
It is 
almost equally certain that the United 
States will exact com essation in some 
shape for at least a portion of the ex­ 


p e n s e s of tile campaign. 
The financial 
condition of Spain seems to point to the 
substitution of territorial compensation 
for a money payment, in which case 
Porto Rico seems most likely to pass 
under the stars and stripes. 
But it is in nowise improbable that 
the United States will consider them­ 


se lv e s entitled to a substantial reward 
for their sacrifices in the Pacific. Possi­ 
bly they might be content, if territorial 
considerations were only concerned, 
with a suitable coaling station in the 
Philippines and such diplomatic ar­ 
rangement a s would secure the rever­ 
sion of the islands if £%ain should at 
any time desire to part with trim. 
Probably the best thing for the world 
and the populations of both Cuba and 
the Philippines would be fur the United 
States to boldly assume the burden of 
giving them a strong, honest govern­ 
ment through American officials, but 
the burden would be very heavy. 
Re­ 
cent incidents in the neighborhood of 
Santiago appear to have convinced the 
most instructed opinion iii America that 
to immediately grant autonomy to men 
like Garcia and his associates woald be 
cruel kindness and that it would be 
followed by anarchy that would lead to 
fresh American intervention. 
In any case it is a question whether 
the Spaniards will have any voice in 
the solution of the problem. 
The situation iii the Philippines is 
complicated 
by the possibility that 
{spain will wish to reassume her sover­ 
eignty there, but iu that event it is 
pretty clear that she will have to en­ 
gage in a war of recouquest, which 
might be attended by the most serious 
consequences to American and other in­ 
terests in the Pacific. 
The Kretiz Zeituug of July 26, the 
leading Conservative Agrarian organ in 
Berlin, says: 
“ The most interesting fact of the 
war is the political defeat of the Amer­ 
icans. 
They displayed on their shield 
the noble impulse of a high minded re­ 
public to liberate the downtrodden in­ 
habitants of Manila and Caba, to whom 
Spain's yoke was unbearable. This was 
the pretense for an outrageous war, and 
are the freed people rejoicing with their 
saviors? Are they throwing themselves 
at the feet of their unselfish guardians? 
No, they hate them more than they do 
their pretended oppressors. They testify 
that the pretext for the war, in which 
even a number of German simpletons 
believed, was a big lie. ”—Special Cable 
to New York Sun.

Surgeon General Sternberg said re­ 
cently that he believed the troops which 
have gone to Porto Rico would be in 
little danger of contracting yellow fever. 
“ While yellow fever sometimes ex) Hts 
in San Juan,” said General Sternberg, 
“ it very seldom prevails in the interior 
of the island. The San Juan visitations 
are not very frequent—no more so, in 
fact, than the visitations from which 
New Orleans has suffered, and the fever 
is generally of a mild type. 
San Juan 
has never been considered a yellow fe­ 
ver breeding center, as are Havana and 
Santiago. 
The reason why Porto Rico 
is so much freer from the fever than 
the principal Cuban ports is that Porto 
Rico gets little of the coastwise trade 
as compared with the large cities of 
Cuba. 
It is these coastwise vessels 
which are largely responsible for the 
spri ad if not indeed for the existence 
of the post. Most of them are frightful­ 
ly foul. 
“ The greatest care will be taken to 
prevent un outbreak of the infection 
among the Porto Rican troops. The ar­ 
rangements for looking after the health 
of the men will be much {letter than 
wus possible at Santiago. We entertain 
little fear that the unity which has 
gone to Porto Rico will have to contend 
with the plague.”—St. Louis Globe- 
Dern derat.

Commodore John Crittenden Watson 
is a Kentucky man, born in Frankfort. 
He w ill be 56 years old on the 24th of 
August, and is, therefore, in the prime 
of life for such work as he has to do. 
His father, like Dewey, was a skillful 
aud popular physician, and his mother 
was Sarah Lee Crittenden, of the same 
family as John Jordan Crittenden, gov­ 
ernor of Kentucky and attorney gener­ 
al in the cabinet of William Henry Har­ 
rison. 
He entered Annapolis in 1856 
aud was graduated in 1860 near the 
head of his class and just in time for 
the civil war. 
He was ordered to the 
Hartford as navigator in January, 1862, 
aud there began his acquaintance with 
Farragut, who took an especial liking 
to the young Kentuckian aud about a 
year later made him his flag lieutenant. 
He was with Farragut all through the 
Mississippi and Mobile bay operations. 
It was Watson who lashed his chief to 
the rigging during the famous battle in 
Mobile bay. 
After the war he was ordered to the 
Colorado of the European squadron and 
in 1866 became lieutenant commander, 
a promotion which is almost unheard of 
for a man of 24. He became commander 
in 1874; three years later he was a cap­ 
tain, and on the 7th of November, 1897, 
became commodore. 
Everybody who 
has had anything to do with Watson 
seems to like him. 
He has the reputa­ 
tion of a man who can always be de­ 
pended on to do what he is asked to do, 
and during the last SO years he has had 
command of some of the best ships in 
the navy aud has also attended to a 
good deal of drudgery in a thoroughly 
efficient aud unassuming way. The men 
who have seen him in emergencies say 
that when there is a scrap on hand he 
smiles—just smiles—and doesn’t say 
anything except when it is necessary.

The following view’s on the terms of 
peace between Spain and the United 
States are taken from some of the Lon­ 
don 
daily papers of July 27: The 
Chronicle, in a conjectural article on 
the terms of peace between Spain and 
the United States, says: 
“ Spanish rule in the West Indies is 
ended. 
It w ill be a painful w*aste of 
time for Spain to enter into any negoti­ 
ations aiming at the retention of Cuba 
or Porto Rico. 
The only remaining 
questions are those of indemnity and 
the Philippines. 
“ The first presents no difficulty, be­ 
cause whatever Spain might promise 
she would not pay. 
She is insolvent. 
The United States will not demand in­ 
demnity, or if she does it will only be 
as a basis for a lien on Spanish territory. 
“ On the other hand, the Philippines 
present a grave difficulty. 
We do not 
anticipate that they will in any case be 
restored to Spain. 
If they are not an­ 
nexed, there will possibly be some kind 
of a protectorate established, in which 
the other nation’s share may be evolved 
from circumstances. We do not believe 
that a decent permanent native govern­ 
ment can be formed. ” 
The Morning Post says that Na­ 
poleon, if he were in President McKin­ 
ley’s place, would certainly demand the 
cession of the Spanish West Indies, the 
Philippines and the Ladrone islands, lf 
Mr. 
McKinley makes this demand, 
Spain will only have to consider the al­ 
ternative between assenting or continu­ 
ing the war without a prospect of bet­ 
ter terms hereafter. 
The Daily Mail declares that Spain 
must be prepared to make great sacri­ 
fices to obtain peace. Herein is the diffi­ 
culty, inasmuch as it is now’ise certain 
that she realizes her helplessness. 
Re­ 
garding indemnity, there is no possibil­ 
ity of Spain raising enough money to 
pay the victor’s costs. It is to be hoped 
that the United States will display its 
traditional generosity. 
Cuba, 
Porto 
Rico aud the Philippines should be am­ 
ple compensation without a pecuniary 
indemnity. 
The Daily News commends Spain’s 
good sense and dignity in taking the 
initiative to secure peace. 
It takes it 
for granted that under no conditions 
will Spain be allowed to retain Cuba or 
Porto Rico, but the Philippines are an­ 
other thing. 
It would be an act of ex­ 
treme generosity to leave Spain in pos­ 
session of, or at any rate to allow her to 
retain sovereignty over, these islands, 
but generosity is ever the best policy. 
The Standard, the recognized organ 
of the British government, says it re­ 
joices that Spain has made a definite 
move toward peace and in the only 
manner that offers the slightest prospect 
of a satisfactory result, but the condi­ 
tions on which the United States will 
he ready for peace will inevitably in­ 
volve a terrible sacrifice of Spanish 
pride. 
No nation ever waged a conflict more 
consistently and swiftly disastrous than 
that which Spain now seeks to bring to 
a close. 
Cuba aud Porto Rico must go 
altogether. 
The Standard expresses sympathy for 
Spain in the loss of the last relics of her 
once magnificent empire and acknowl­ 
edges the great triumph of the United 
States, ufter which it says: 
“ The Americans are in the presence 
of a national future very different from 
that which they looked forward to at 
the opening of the campaign. 
Both in 
Cuba and the Philippines their warlike 
action has created for them responsibil­ 
ities which they cannot evade, and 
which w*e believe they have no desire to 
evade, even though in regard to the 
great Pacific group of islands considera­ 
tions of prudence should place a limit 
upon their immediate development. 
“ The United States were practically 
an insular people. 
They have become 
an impartial power. 
Englishmen will 
welcome their appearance in that capac­ 
ity, but can also assure them from ex­ 
perience that the burdens of their new 
role will be heavy, and that light heart- 
eduess has, it is feared, passed away 
from their national temper. ” 
The Times says that peace negotia­ 
tions cannot be brought to a successful 
issue unless the Spanish nation is pre­ 
pared to accept the full consequences of 
its defeats. 
Unsuccessful or even dila­ 
tory negotiations could hardly fail to 
affect public opinion iii the United 
States in a manner highly prejudicial 
to Spain, and public opinion must be 
the supreme arbiter of the terms of 
peace. 
It is for the Spaniards to face the 
facts of the political situation with the 
same frank courage which earned for 
them the resnect of the Americans in 


tho field. 
There can, of course, be no 
question that Spain will be required to 
abdicate iii the most complete manner 
her soven iguty rn Cuba aud all claims 
of whatever naturt she has there. 
It is 
almost equally certain that tile United 
States will exact compensation in some 
shape for at least a portion of the ex­ 
penses of the campaign. 
The financial 
condition of Spain seems to point to the 
substitution of territorial compensation 
i for a money payment, in which case 


I Porto Rico seems most likely to pass 
! under the stars and stripes. 
But it is in nowise improbable that 
the United .States will consider them­ 
selves entitled to a substantial reward 
for their sacrifices in the Pacific. Possi­ 
bly they might be content, if territorial 
considerations were only concerned, 
with a suitable coaling station in the 
Philippines and such diplomatic ar­ 
rangement as w’ould secure the rever­ 
sion of the islands if S*ain should at 
any time desire to part with tlifcn. 
Probably the best thing for the world 
aud the populations of both Cuba and 
the Philippines would be for the United 
States to boldly assume the burden of 
giving them a strong, honest govern­ 
ment through American officials, but 
the burden would be very heavy. 
Re­ 
cent incidents in the neighborhood of 
Santiago appear to have convinced the 
most instructed opinion iii America that 
to immediately grant autonomy to men 
like Garcia and his associates woald be 
cruel kindness and that it would be 
followed by anarchy that would lead to 
fresh Americau intervention. 
In any case it is a question whether 
the Spaniards will have any voice in 
the solution of the problem. 
The situation iii the Philippines is 
complicated 
by the possibility that 
Spain will wish to reassume her sover­ 
eignty there, but in that event it is 
pretty clear that she will have to en­ 
gage in a war of reconquest, which 
might be attended by the most serious 
consequences to American aud other in­ 
terests in the Pacific. 
The Kreuz Zeitung of July 26, the 
leading Conservative Agrarian organ in 
Berlin, says: 
“ The most interesting fact of the 
war is the political defeat of the Amer­ 
icans. 
They displayed on their shield 
the noble impulse of a high minded re­ 
public to liberate the downtrodden in­ 
habitants of Manila and Cuba, to whom 
Spam’s yoke was unbearable. This was 
the pretense for an outrageous war, and 
are the freed people rejoicing with their 
saviors? Are they throwing themselves 
at the feet of their unselfish guardians? 
No, they hate them more than they do 
their pretended oppressors. They testify 
that the pretext for the war, in which 
even a number of German simpletons 
believed, was a big lie. ”—Special Cable 
to New York Sun. 
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FREE FROM FEVER. 


by 
No D an c er of In fe ctio n o f Troop* 
Y ellow J a c k In U orto Rico. 
Surgeon General Sternberg said re­ 
cently that he believed the troops which 
have gone to Porto Rico would be in 
little danger of contracting yellow fever. 
“ While yellow fever sometimes exists 
in San Juan,” said General Sternberg, 
“ it very seldom prevails in the interior 
of the island. The San Juan visitations 
are not very frequent—no more so, in 
fact, than the visitations from which 
New Orleans has suffered, and the fever 
is generally of a mild type. 
San Juan 
has never been considered a yellow fe­ 
ver breeding center, as are Havana and 
Santiago. 
The reason why Porto Rico 
is so much freer from the fever than 
the principal Cuban ports is that Porto 
Rico gets little of the coastwise trade 
as compared with the large cities of 
Cuba. 
It is these coastwise vessels 
which are largely responsible for the 
spread if not indeed for the existence 
of the pest. Most of them are frightful­ 
ly foul.

SAN JUAN HILL BATTLE. 


f o lo r S erg ea n t J . E. A ndrew * D escribe* 
Som e In cident* o f th e F ig h t. 
Color Sergeant J. E. 
Andrews of 
Troop B, Third cavalry, is a big man 
and a typical soldier in appearanee. He 
has been 18 years in the service. 
He 
was shot in the abdomen, but is Able to 
walk about. 
His regim ent sea.: going 
up the bill at San Juan when he was 
hit. 
He rolled down several yards aud 
brought to in a ditch, but stuck to the 
colors he carried. 
He called out to his 
lieutenant to take the colors, but in 
the roar of battle the officer did not hear 
him. 
“ I was in front of the firing line," 
said the color sergeant. 
“ We were or­ 
dered to advance, and we moved for­ 
ward 150 yards. About 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon the hill had been carried by 
the rough riders and the Third cavalry. 
When I stopped rollng, I sat up and 
could see the line of battle for a mile. 
I ’ll never forget the way our boys 
walked up that hill, from the top of 
which came a storm of bullets. I don’t 
know’ how the men could have ion© it. 
I never saw anything like it. They were 
yelling all the way up. 
The nippers 
would not cut the flat wir«s of the 
barbed fences we found in the way. 
Some of the men would jum p on the 
wires and hold them down till other 
men had passed over them. 
“ Sergeant M ulhearn planted our col­ 
ors on the top of the hill. In a few sec­ 
onds 200 shots flew around it, and it 
was nearly riddled. 
My clothes were 
almost cut to pieces by bullets which did 
not harm me. 
I was shot about 300 
yards from an intreuchm ent. There our 
boys captured a Spanish flag w ith the 
letter *K’ on it. 
Lieutenant Colonel 
Roosevelt aud Major W estervelt of the 
rough riders were w ith us. 
I told them 
to lie down or they would be shot, but 
they wouldu’t. Then Major W ostervelt 
was shot in the neck. 
He was carried 
to the rear and after being bandaged 
sat down to smoke his pipe. 
The hos­ 
pital people wanted to keep him there. 
Whoa his pipe was finished, he said: 
’Well, I guess I ’m boss. 
I ’m going. ’ 
They tried to prevent him from going 
to toe front, but they couldn’t 
When 
he .jot to the frout, he was wounded 
agura." —New York Herald.

G uanta­ 
namo, Ju ly 5, declared that the Vulcan 
is thoroughly appreciated iu the squad­ 
ron and is doing great work. 
Twelve 
ships have already made use of ber fa­ 
cilities for repair to their m achinery, 
and several of them received new steam 
pipes in place of the old ones that had 
been shot away. 
The Vulcan has not been lim ited to 
steam engineering affairs alone, but has 
been used for ordnance aud construction 
work. She remedied the damages to the 
hull of Commodore W atson’s flagship, 
the Newark, caused by collision w ith 
the Dolphin, aud, among other odd jobs, 
two shafts for 8 inch gun mounts, es­ 
sential to the use of those weapons, 
have been made in her shops. The V ul­ 
can has blacksmithing, machine shop, 
boiler m aking and other complete out­ 
fits aboard that perm it work of any 
reasonable m agnitude to be undertaken, 
superior to the capacity of shops at 
many small ports and surpassed alone 
by the larger navy yards.— W ilm ington 
Morning News.
